DETAILED ACTION 
(1) 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1,3,4 and 6-18 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

(2) 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Methods for the formation of sheet materials having an active substance capable of 
diffusing through the sheet materials, such as taught by U.S. Patent No. 4,666,767 to Von 
Kohorn et al. and GB 2,131,740A to Senninger, are known in the art. Von Kohorn et al. disclose 
the steps of: Providing a first and second base material, which may be identical in composition; 
applying at least one active substance onto the first base material; and placing and heat bonding 
the second base material over the first base material having the active substance applied thereto. 
Although Senninger discloses that the manner of application of pesticide and other features may 
vary to suit particular requirements, none of the prior art of record specifically teaches or 
suggests such a method wherein the active substance applied to at least one of the two layers is 
applied in a flowable form having a viscosity of at least 1000 mPa<>s at a pressure of < 12 bar 
with metering and wherein the base materials, after being irreversibly joined to one another, are 
stored for a predeterminable duration under defined conditions to effect migration of the active 
substance into the base materials layers to form a single-layer homogenous matrix in which the 
active substance is substantially uniformly distributed.
